ENGLAND AND HBU ARMY. 

Of all the eventlul years that have char- 
acterised this eveniful coptury, tlioso which 
nave passed since tho outbreak of Ihe present 
civil war in America nro perhaps pregnant 
with tho greatest results. France goes to wtir 
with Austria, Russia puts forlh her armed 
hordes to decimate Poland, and Germany 
crushes Denmark ; but beyond tho immediate 
vicinity of the operations oi tho armed hosts, 
the disturbing inlluenees do not extern). Xot 
so with America — a convulsion of the Sta e? 
sends vibrations over the whole civilized 
world. Manufactures uto stopped here, 
a breadstuQs nro increased in prieo there, pov- 
erty progresses to starvation, and tho social 
eondilion of tha lower olasses of Europe bo- 
comos one fraught with danger to themselves 
or to constiluted authority. Happily there is 
a safety-valve to this sudden generation of 
disturbing causes; and the steam vessel 
and sailing packet ply thoir vocations 
for Europe's relief. Over two hundred und 
fifty thousand souls it is computed, will have 
left tho old world for the new at Ihe expira- 
tion of Ihe present year. When it is con- 
sidered that the groat bulk of this emigration 
eomes from Ireland, and from what might be 
termed tho bost portion o( the lower classes, 
— 11 tho mcjoriiy ol them," according to the 
aocounls, " being small farmers or racchan- 
* jes" — wo can understand Ihe outcry made 
recently in the House of Commons against 
this wholesale depopulation of a portion of 
the British Isles. We can also understand 
the exaggerated statements made lo the ef- 
fect that, eo soon as these simple Irishmen 
go to America, they are drafted into too 
army of the Republic by a species of " picss 
gang" vlllany, and made targets for Southern 
bullots. Despite these alarming warnings, 
however, id tho journals at home, the emi- 
gration still continues, an I is being felt in 
more ways than one. The ten y'earsj, soldiers 
engaged at the time of the Crimean War, 
are gradually leaving as ibo.ir time expires; 
and thero is positive alarm exhibited at the 
difficulties ol tilling up their places. Recruits 
are not to bo had, and tho very disagreeable 
expedient tp tho British taxpayer of raising 
the soldiers' pay is being amply discussed. 

When wo think of tho obstacles that will 
bo intervening in England against maintaining 
a standing army such as she has been accus< 
tomed to, we see tho full force of that blun- 
der which has, by neglect at home, and want 
. ol co-operation with tho colonies, given to 
foreign countries the emigrants from the 
United Kingdom. " Let us look 'it home, if 
we want something to do," says the London 
Times, " and leave States to choose tlieir 
own Sovereigns, nationalities to assert their 
independence if they please, and Govern- 
ments to roduco their rebellious subjects if 
they can. Had we kept our own house in 
better order, and cared more for those thnt 
belonged to us, we should not now sea half 
Ireland on the move, and supplying daily 
hecatombs to the demon of Civil War. .Mr 
Cobden is never better employed than in 
counting the sacrifices we make for points of 
honor, for national Quixotism, for ideas, for 
colonial glory, for the ''dominion" of the 
«oa, for the balance of power, and for no 
canse whatever." 

In carrying out thi3 homo policy, however, 
there was one task which should have formed 
a predominant feature in the operation — that 
of guiding as much as possible the stream of 
emigration. With the Australian colonies, 
some efforts wero made in this behalf; but 
in that great current, as steady as the (in If 
Stream itself, which set in an opposite direc- 
tion acioss the Atlantic, no attempts have 
been made to influence its course. That men 
were bound to leave a country in which one 
out of twenty of the population was a pau- 
per and subsisting on public bounty, was 
only in the natural course of things, an i 
could not have been prevented. The true 
policy, therefore, was to guide what wo could 
not stop. Had England .-pent u rnolerate 
sum in assisting emigration to Canada, she 
■woufd not to-day bo ander tho necessity ol 
maintaining a largo military force in the 
North American Provinces, nor obliged lo in- 
crease the soldier's pay in times of peace to 
get an insufficient number of recruits. The 
defensive power of these colonies would have 
enabled them to dispense with all extraneous 
aid. Late as it is in the dny, we believe the 
mclher country will have to come to this. 

" Thislrclund ol ours," soys Professor Gold- 
win Smith, " to which no Government pre- 
tending to tbo name of civilised affords a 
parallel, and of which barbarism itself would 
almost be ashamed, is, and while it remains 
at its present ettita "ill bo, the recruiting 
ground of nations." That is past now. The 
recruiting ground has become as barren as 
much of the couutry's soil, the pay ol a Eu 
ropean soldier is too insignilicant, so long as 
a (!G77 bounty is ready to turn the bead of the 
emigrant whon he lands at New York. Nor 
is the Government any better when it turns 
to England. Thero, although the per cent- 
age of paupers is much greaser Hi in in Ire- 
laud, tho difficulty of obtaining men tu join 
She army, is becoming every day morn and 
more serious to tho service, Emigration is 
•floing tho thinning out work in that part of 
.11)8 kingdom also. " There are too many 
people still in England," nays the Liverpool 
fast, and although it is true they are hasten- 
ing to America, yet tlmy are not robbing the 
oouDtry of its inhabitants." 

In this predicament there aru two courses, 
open to the mother country— to increase 
largely the pay ol her soldiers, or reduoa her 
standing nrmy. The former proposition, 
vrould not, wo feel convinced, meet tho sanc- 
tion of the House of Commons. To carry out 
the lattor, and ultimately more economic 
plan would necessitate an assisted emigra- 
tion to the colonies, eo as" to enable tho Homo 
authorities in a fe w years, to withdraw tho 
Imperial troops. Independent of this mili- 
tary dilficulty, thero ava a thousand national 
reasons why Btepa should be taken by tho 
mother country lo direct to her own colonics, 
a portion of that enormous emfir ration how 
leaving her, shores for the United .States. 
' Altitough our position places p.h beyond any 
liopc of obtaining much aid from England in 
this rcapc nt, jel wo aro certaiu to receive a 
"portion of the benefits indirectly i for what 
j)VW tends to fill up the plain* und valleys cf 
the Jiiitish Territory east ol tho Koeky 
Mountains, will avmrctily have IU« sanro 
' afloot in our " Pit West."

A CASE OP HARDSHIP. 

We had occasion recently to notice the 
extraordinary ratiocination indulged in by tho 
Licensing Bench in disposing of applications 
lor licenses, and: we were willing to supposo 
that the decisions given in the crises to which 
wcnlluded were, more the result of errot 
of judgment lhan'a determination to inflict a 
wrong. It is always mete agreeable to com- 
mend than toccnsure.and wo rcgrot that we feel 
again compolled upon to comment upou a seo- 
ond odilion of what cannot bo designated other 
than a caso of arbitrary injustice. On Thurs. 
day last the proprietor of the "John Bull 
Hotel" again applied for a licenso In enable 
him to open this establishment, and was ask 
ed " whether tho airoats duo to the Govern- 
ment by the former occupant had been paid." 
Upon receiving a reply in the negative the 
applicant was told that he could not huve 
his license, itmsinueh as the justices were di- 
vided, one being in lavor and the other 
against it, unless tho Government arrears 
ware paid. Wo thus havo tho monstrous 
doductiou Hgniu paraded with tho foreo of 
lew, that if A., tho occupant of a public 
house, fails in business, owing tho Colonial 
Treasurer or whomsoever it mr.y bo a certain 
sum of money for arrears of licenso whic/i, 
should have been collided when due, there- 
fore a license of tho same premises cannot bo 
planted to B. unless ho bo prepared to rem- 
edy the huhes of tho Government collector 
by liquidating the debts ol bis tB.'s) prede- 
cessor. MoUia tempora ! Can nny mason- 
ing bo more prolound .'—any decision more 
just or equitable ? One magistrate says ire 
havo laid down the rulo that tho house and 
not the individual is licensed ; so long there- 
fore as the obstinate old house refuses to pay 
what it owes, the bench is justified in keep- 
ing it empty. Here is another sapiout de- 
duction ! Suppose no tenant willing to least) 
the premises with such an incubus hanging 
over it, how then aro tho Government arreais 
to bo paid ? nnd nt what period of the pref- 
ect or of the next century wo may ask 
will such lion expire? Tho whole thing 
really appears io US so palpably wrong and 
untenable that wora it not for the rights of 
tho biibject which are thereby violated, we 
should not have patience to discuss it. Tho 
licensing magistrates seem to travel far be- 
yond their legitimate spheres in con- 
sidering tho applications bofoie them. 
If the applicant is supported by the re- 
commendation of residents" and proptrty 
holders, to' show the nccos-uly of the house, 
and his fitnessjto conduct- it, «a cannot 
tee what possible right tho licensing justices 
have lor one moment to consider either ques- 
tions of title, encroachment, or debt. Wo 
hope the proprietor of the 'John Bull will 
bring his applica;ion, as suggested by Mr, 
1'orri burton, on Thursday, bofore a full bench, 
in ordor that any rule militating against 
common soma ami equity which may havo 
been laid down, may be kicked overboard, 
and even-handed justico meted out to nil. 
We again repeat that we want to encourage 
people to remain in tho country, and nol to 
see them driveu out of it.

— Sir, — A ennoo 
lefi here for Victoria 10 days ago, wild two 
Indians, one Indian boy, ono Indian woman, 
and one half-breed child, the wife and daugh- 
tet of .Samuel Smith, of thia plaee. They 
carried wnh Ihoin goods and money to pur- 
chase more goods in Victoria, in all, to the 
value of viiO, with the intention of forward- 
ing tho goods to Port Simpson, per schooner 
Curolena, nnd shortly after following them- 
selves in a canoe On leaving here. Smith 
made arrangements to follow them to Victoria, 
throe days later, per steamer, which lie did, 
but on arriving there couid find no intelligence 
whatever of the canoe or parlies. Afler wait- 
ing four days, searching and enquiring in 
vain, he returned to Nanaimo, in hopes that 
they might have turned 3uJ gono home, 
whioh thev had not done. 

The money they carried with them was tho 
paper currency of Ihe Bank of British Colum- 
bia, in 310 and <?5 ; tho col uo was painted on 
the outside black, and on the inside blue, 
with t while nlreak. 

The probabilities are st-ong that they linvo 
been robbed and murdered. They have not 
gone homo, aa some suggest, for tba Indians 
liavo still some property here, in muskets and 
blankets, &C, Trbieb thoy would not leave be- 
hind them.

There were no complaints of sickness. 

Provisions were overstocked aud prices very 
low for tho country. 

A largo quantity of goods were still on the way. 

Abont300 men had gone to Cunningham Creek 
and wero all reported to be doing well. Tho whole 
of the creek was staked off. Many miners had re- 
turned for provisions. 

G. B. Wright A Co. had about 10 miles of their 
now road complottd, and expected to have tho 
whole 10 miles from tho mouth of Quesnnlie to 
Cottonwood river tiniihed by tlio Kith of ibis 
month. They havo 520 men at work, viz.: 220 
whitsmen and 300 Chinamen. Tho aic-nien ore 
getting S75per month and found, graders SCO, 
Chinamen *45. 

Mr. Harris is loud in his praises of tbisroad, n'o 
far as it is finished, he nays it is tho finest moun- 
tain road he ever saw in his life, and reflects tho 
highest credit on the contractor and the Govern- 
ment. 

Tho Bank of British Columbia was doing an ex- 
tensive business on Williams Creek and also at 
Mouth of Quesnello. 

McDonald & Co. in Richfield were improving 
their business. They had circulated a large num- 
ber of the Bank of British North American notes 
in connection with their own, which were highly 
prized amongst the minors. 

Business has been very slack up to tho present 
time, owing to tho scarcity of water, whicn 
hindered the employment of labor. liain, however, 
had fallen, and the Jack of Clubs ditch had beon 
finished, and the water brought in great abund- 1 
ance, to tho relief of all concerned. 

The Bed Rock Drain had also tapped a num- 
ber of the shads in tho lower town, which enabled 
a number of claims to employ labor ; times 
were therefore improving, and were exported to 
eicced the palmiest days yet known on tho creclt. 

Tho yield of gold for the n«it two months it is 
confidently expected will far exceed any amount 
taken out within two months in any previous sea- 
son. 

The road-side Inn-keepers, between Richfield 
and Mouth of Quesnclle, are all busy getting in 
their harvest ami wild hay, to accommodate winter 
travel. Crops generally look very well. 

Tho Messrs. Edwards, at 32 mile house, well 
known to the public at largo, offer tho finest ac- 
commodation to travellers. 

From Soda Creek to Lyttrm (180 miles), road- 
side homes are nuiaeroud, and all appear to be 
thriving. 

Mr. Anderson, at Lake La Ifacho, has a mag- 
nificent field of barley, with other trups. 

The Sooko excitement, Mr. Ilarrin says, he be- 
lieves, has brought away all tho unemployed men 
from Cariboo who did not go to Cunningham's 
Creek. 

Mr. Mathew was at the Mouth of Qnesnellc 
when Mr. Harris left there, on tho 27th ult., and 
was doing vroll. Judge Ilegbic had attended liini 
carefully for a week. 

On Monday the 22d, judge O'Reilly v illi the 
Chief Justice on the bench, disposed of 82 dis- 
puted cases. [What an example lo our Island 
in stun: I 

'Messrs. Walker, Walkem and Barnston had 
almost tho whole of the legal business on Wil- 
liams Creek. 

Mr Harris sums up tho result of his oxpcrieni-f 
in British Columbia by pronouncing it as his 
opinion that the Gold Fields of Carriboo are 
scarcely yet prospected. Capital nnd machinery 
ere alono rco,uircd to make the country the moat 
eatonnivc aud tho richest gold producing country 
in tho world.

— they remain perfectly good Irionds after- 
wards | and a woman introduces you first to 
her present husband as mou mart, and then 
to her lalo tHis*bar)d as man sr-Mflfi ] so Ibat 
it is quite possible to find yourself dancing 
in u set of lancers with seven people, every 
ono ol whom has been married at some lime 
io his or her life with each nf the others. In 
this icspcet the system seemed productive of 
sociability and good fellowship ralher llian 
otherwise ; and a great deal of the pleasure 
of society in thesu parts arises Irom the in- 
timate fueling upon ivlijch the members are 
with each other ; for it is evident that, if ell 
tlio papas and mammas have been husbands 
and wivea, nil tho children are, nioro or less, 
brothers and sisters. Thero nre certain in- 
conveniences atlemling this great confusion 
of relationships , but ono advantage lo the 
stranger is that he finds himself in n largo 
family instead oil in a stifl society, whore 
sorno time must elapse before ho feeU him- 
self at homo. Tho Moldavians lheniaelvos 
are accustomed lo defend the system on the 
score of morality. Tiny maintain that the 
great facilities which exist for divorces les- 
sen tlio temptations to infidelity ; but this is 
n theory which can scarcely be said to be 
borno out by tho results. Where Ihu mar- 
riage tie it so easily dissolved, even while it 
exists it is apt to lose much of Its sacred 
character ; uud however much may theoreti- 
cally be urged in favor of loosening tlio bonds 
ol matrimony, tho experiment, as tried in the 
Principalities, is not encouraging.— Mlatlt- 
u-ood's Magazine.

" Skratlusbkar." In tho North of England 
tho name ol Skrntti is Mill lo bo hoard in tho 
mouths of the peasantry, and tho memory ol 
"Old Scratch," ns he is familiarly oalled, may 
probably bo 'yet destined tosurvivo through 
many future Christian centuries, in company 
with " Old Nick," who is no other than Nikr, 
Ihe dnngerous water-demon of .Scandinavian 
legend. This dreudfiil mpnjtcr, as tho Nor- 
wegian peasant will gravely assure you, do- 
mauds ovory year a human victim, nnd 
carries off children who Blray too near his 
nbodo bonealh the waters. Ic Iceland also, 
Nykr, tho waler-horso. is slid believed to in- 
habit some ol tho lor.cly tarns soatlered over 
tlio savugo region of desolation whioh occu- 
pies the central portion of tho island. Many 
similar trucoa of the old mythology aro to be 
found in that well.slorcd antiquarian museum, 
the Knglish language.
